Lafayîtte day was observed in 
the public schools of Sedalia today. 
At the High school the exercises 
were brief, but in some of the grade 
schools fine musical and literary 
programmes were rendered. 
In all 
of the schools contributions were 
received, the same to be added to a 
fund that is being raised through­ 
out the country tor the purpose of 
erecting a monument to the memory 
of Lafayette in^Paris, the metropo­ 
lis of his loved iiative, France. 
In this connection, Mrs. Eliza­ 
beth Wright, the aged mother of 
Mrs. W. H. Noftsker, is the owner 
of a small w^ooden snuff box, some 
two inches in diameter, that was 
once the property of Napoleon 
Bonaparte, and was by him pre­ 
sented to Gen. Lafayette, in whose 
memory exercises were held in the 
public schools of the city today. 
The keepsake has a remarkable 
history. 
Fighting side by side in 
the Revolutionary war with Lafay­ 
ette was John Connard Hartman, 
the two having been college chums 
in Berlin. 
Long after the war, 
when 
Lafayette 
and 
Hartman 
parted company, the former pre­ 
sented the latter with the snuff box 
that had been given him by Bona­ 
parte, and of course it was highly 
prized. 
Years later Hartman located in 
Cincinnati, and when Lafayette 
toured this country, in 18 24, that 
city was among the points he vis­ 
ited. 
A magnificent reception was 
tendered the distinguished visitor, 
and 
among 
the children who 
strewed flowers in his path was a 
granddaughter of Hartman, Lafay­ 
ette’s former comrade in arms, now 
Mrs. Wright, owner of the snuff 
box. 
When informed of the presence 
of Hartman’s granddaughter, La­ 
fayette took the child in his arms 
and kissed her, the incident being 
one of the most touching attendant 
upon the reception. 
With the death of Hartman the 
box in question was bequeathed to 
Mrs. Wright’s mother, and then 


descended to the daughter, who 
today values it beyond price. 
Originally the keepsake bore a 
silver plite, upon which was en­ 
graved, “ Bonaparte to Lafayette, 
together with the date of the pre­ 
sentation, but it mysteriously disap­ 
peared some time ago, as did also a 
piece of the lid and the seashell 
that lined the bottom of the box 
proper. 
Mrs. Wright is also the possessor 
of one of the plates that graced the 
table at the banquet tendered Gen. 
Lafayette in Chicinnati.

A big scheme to defraud the 
postoffice department has been un­ 
earthed in Haralson county, Ga., 
by which bogus postoffices were es­ 
tablished at countless little farm 
houses throughout 
the 
district. 
The first suspicions were aroused 
through the 
reports of railway 
clerks of excessive amounts of mail 
coming to them to be handled from 
remote localities. 
There seems to 
have been a regular gang of oper­ 
ators, composed mostly of men 
with mail contracts in the rural 
communities and their scheme was 
to cause the establishment of new 
postoffices, the receipts of which 
they largely shared. 
An operator would go to a farm­ 
er and ask him to apply for a post- 
office, suggesting a short name, 
which the government would more 
readily grant, and when it was es­ 
tablished, the farmer was told in 
order to hold the office he would 
h.ave to send off and receive a great 
deal of mail. 
Letters would be written in num­ 
bers and newspapers would be regu­ 
larly registered. 
The 
operator 
would tell the postmaster it made 
no difference to him, as he received 


1 the benefits of the cancellations,but 
the operator would 
receive 
an 
amount for carrying the mail equal 
to two-thirds of the cancellations. 
Offices were found to have been put 
at everv farmhouse along some of 
the routes. 
Inspectors Bass and 
Peer went to Haralson county, the 
seat of operations, and got their full 
bearings before making arrests. 
Last Friday they arrested \V . J . 
Head, jr., of Della, 
Ga., 
who 
seemed from all indications to be 
general manager for special post- 
offices. 
The found him while car­ 
rying a pointer dog from one post- 
office to another as registered mail 
matter, the stamps being put on 
the animal’s collar and cancelled. 
They arrested also as his accom­ 
plices J ohn Lowe, of Ledge, Ga., 
and Butler Davis, of May, 
Ga. 
Bond has been fixed for all of the 
men at $ 2,500, and this it was un­ 
derstood they will give.
